WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(??)- 


Discarding-contrary advice by lead- 
ers in his party. President Hoover 
will place World Court adherance 
up to the senate this session. 


In announcing his decision, how- 


ever, the president said it was for 
the senate leaders to decide wheth- 
er the proposal should be brought 
up for action at the short term. 


"Certainly," he said, "it should 


not be made an instrument of ob. 
struction in attempts to force an 
extra session." 


It was just this that some dis- 


appointed republicans were fear- 
ful of today. 
Among: them was 


Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
party leader. 
He conferred with 


the president before the announce- 
ment, urged strongly against sub- 
mission of the controversial issue 
new. There was Indications he had 
quarrelled with Mr. Hoover. 


To Get Prompt Action, 


Chairman Borah of the senate 
foreign relations committee, op- 
ponent of American entry to the 
court, announced he would prompt- 
ly put it before the committee. 
"I assume it would not be sent 
up If it was not the desire to 
have it disposed of as soon as 
practicable," said Borah. "I shall 
proceed upon that theory." 
^ 
Senator Swanson of Virginia, 
ranking democrat on te foreign re- 
lations committee, expressed pleas- 
ure at the president's decision but 
suggested consideration be post, 
poned until next December. The 
assitant democratic leader, Walsh 
of Montana, on the other hand 
urged action now or in a special 
session. Both opposed permitting 
the issue to interfere with emer- 
gency relief measures. 
Watson said he was withholding 


final ipinion of the World Court 
but that he had always opposed 
joining it as well as the League 
of Nations and now saw no reason 
for changing his mind. 
''Unless there is some modifica- 


tion of the World Court protocol I 
shall oppose it as I always have," 
he concluded. 


This is -the situation which now 


brings up the question of ratifi- 
cation; U. S, Reservations. 
Four years ago the senate .voted 


to enter the World Court? but at- 
tached six reservations. One pro- 
vided the court would not render 
advisory 
opinions 
on 
questions 


in which the United States has or 
claims an interest. 
It was never 


accepted by other nations. 


EHhu Root two years later drew 


up revised court rules to meet this 
reservation. President Hoover ap- 
proved it, so did the League of Na- 
tins. 'The pesident signed the re- 
vised protocol a year ago and by 
his decision now it is again before 
the senate. 
Supporters of adherence are con. 


fident of the two-thirds majority 
needed for ratification 
but they 


recognize a' group of about 20 op- 
ponents *who could block apprval 
fcir a long time—far too long, many 
fear, to permit disposal of all nec- 
essary legislation in the brief three 
months remaining before this con- 
gress passes out of existence.

AUSTIN. Nov. 28.—(/P)—By rul- 
ing that "respectable" 
persons, 


who may file affidavits attesting 
the insanity of a condemned man 
and thereby obtaining a sanity 
hearing, must be "disinterested," 
the court of criminal appeals has 
in effect barred attorneys signing 
such affidavits for their clients, 
it was learned today. 
This rule was in refusing a writ 


of habeas corpus to attorneys for 
J. J Maple, executed today. 
F. 


O. Fuller, Maple's attorney, had 
signed such an affidavit. 
The law provides that a. sanity 


hearing must be' held before 
a 


ijury 
41any time after conviction" 


if the defendant's alleged insanity 
Is brought to the attention of the 
trial court in an affidavit 
signed 


by "a respectable person." 
'F. O. Fuller, attorney for Ma- 


ple, 
signed the last affidavit at- 
testing Maple's insanity. The dis- 
trist judge refused to consider it. 
The criminal court, in refusing a 
writ of habeas corpus yesterday, 
upheld Judge Whit Boyd's action 
entirely, ruling that a "respect- 
able" person must be a "disinter- 
ested" person, and ruling by infer- 
ence that an attorney cannot be 
"disinterested." 
The ruling provisions 
of the 


opinion yesterday, overlooked 
by 


Maple's attorneys when they filed 
a rehearing petition, were: 
"A 
respectable person is defined in 
the law books as synonymous with 
a 'credible, disinterested witness.* 
From the record it must be as- 
sumed that it had not been known 
to the trial court that Maple had 
become insane by the affidavit of 
a respectable person, as defined by 
the statute, and the judgment of 
the trial court, under such cir- 
cumstances, refusing to conduct 
an insanity inquiry, is conclusive 
upon this "court," 
Judge O. S. Lattlmore of 
the 


court of criminal appeals said to- 
day the court did not consider the 
application for a rehearin* be- 
cause under the law Maple's at- 
torneys had no right to ask a re- 
hearing upon any matter passed 
upon in chambers, as was the 
original 
application 
for habeas 


corpus.
